Contracts for acquiring the necessary
apparatus and equipment for the elec¬
trification of thirty miles of Us line
between Bluefield and Vivian, W Va
arc being: prepared by the Norfolk and
Western Railway Company. The board
of directors has authorized the expendi¬
ture of $1,000,000 for this work, which
It is estimated, will require two years
to complcto. and will cost approxi¬
mately $3,500,000.
The management of the road, after

careful Investigation, determined thai
that part of the line could be operated
u 'th greater economy by hand¬
ling with electric power the heavy coal
traffic In that district. where the
density of train service Is the greatest
and the opposing grades are the heavi¬
est. An electrical power-house will be
erected near Bluestoiie. w. Va. with

The
grades at that point are extremely
heavy, and even with the gigantic
moguls which have been purchased
within the past few years it is a se¬
rious problem to keep the traffic mov¬
ing by steam.

Money for Improvement!*.
President Johnson's report is the

seventeenth to be presented to the
stockholders of th* road, the Norfolk
ami Western Hallway Company having
started operations on October 1, 1S96
.Since that time $107,917,146 S6 has beeii
spent on the road and its equipment.
I'uring the last fiscal year the sum of
$ 1 (?. fc7.101. -S 7 was spent on improve¬
ments. by means of these expendi¬
tures, the company has added 450 miles
of main line and branches, 391 miles of
second track and 713 miles of sidings,
and has add« d to its equipment 634
locomotives. 171 passenger train cars,
2 *>,!*$$ freight cars and 915 work train
cars. The equipment has Increased
336 per cent in tractive power and 362
per cent In ton capacity. During the
past year now equipment has been re¬

ceived as follows:

ftnnd Suffered by Floods.
I here is an average mileage of 2,-

022.S3 of road operated, and an aver¬
age mileage of 3,550.02 track operated
by the Norfolk and Western.

oi road operated, and $1,561.39 for
every mile of track operated. The de¬
tailed financial statement for the year
) as been published heretofore.
The road suffered heavily by the

Hoods in Ohio last March. The direct
physical loss to the company from ex¬

tensive washouts and damage to ami
destruction of bridges was approxi¬
mately $500,000. I !i addition to thu
work of restoration, a'i expenditure
of about $700,000 will be made to put
the line beyond reach of similar dam¬
age in the future by providing ample
waterway at bridges and by protecting
banks and tills. The cost of the mere
restoration is being charged to ope¬
rating expenses. The Interruption to
traffic had a marked effect on the gross
earnings of the company.
The act of Congress, approved March

1. 1013. directing a physical valuation
of railroads by the Interstate Com¬
merce Commission, will require the
preparation of an enormous volume of
information, and will be a big expense
on the various companies. In order
that proper economy can be practiced,
1 resident Johnson has appointed a
"valuation committee," consisting of
the chief engineer, general claim agent
and statistician, who have been re¬
lieved of all other work, and are de¬
voting their whole time to the mat¬
ter. The work, it Is expected, will ex¬
tend over several years.

Deliberations of House of Bur-1
gcsscs From 1680 to 1776 to

Be Published in Toto.

The Important task of collecting and
publishing the complete journals of the
Virginia House of Burgesses, which

J was In existence from 16S0 until 177G,
when it became the General Assembly,
Is nearing completion by State Libra-
rlan Mcllwaine and his assistants after
years of labor and research. When
the work is concluded it will be the
only complete edition of the Journals
ever published. Dr. Mcllwaine Is read-
lng the proof of the eleventh volume

j and writing a preface, giving the his¬
torical setting in this volume, which
embraces the deliberations of the
House of Burgesses from 1695 to 1702.
The only complete collection of the

House of Burgesses journals are the
originals themselves In the Royal Rec¬
ord OfTlce. in London, where they were
sent by the Governor of the Colony of
Virginia. The vicissitudes of war and
pillage have worked havoc with the
original duplicate set in the possession
of Virginia. The State Library has n.

fairly complete collection of the jour¬
nals from about 1730 to 1776, but prac¬
tically nothing of the years preceding
that period. t

!« ICxprnslve Work.
The journals, published at a very

considerable expense, will fill twelve
volumes and one index volume. They
have been published a( the rate of
about one a year on account of a lack
of funds. To insure authenticity. Dr.
Mcllwaine arrange*! to have copiesi made of the original documents In the
itoyal Record Office In London. As
there was at first some doubt as to
whether or not a complete collection
of the Journals was extant. Dr. Mc¬
llwaine decided to put the cart before
*.he horse and publish the later jour-

t lials first. The volumes have tlius ap¬
peared li\ the reverse of their chrono¬
logical order, and Volume 12, contain¬
ing the most ancient Journals, from
16S0 to 1695, will be published last.
Tills volume will appear next year.

Dr. Mcllwaine's assistants are also
[making a list of State officials from
1776 to 1913, an exceedingly difficult
undertaking. This work will be print¬
ed as a part of the next annual report
of the State Librarian.

TO SETTLE POLE QUESTION

Adoption of Report May End
Unsightly Nuisancd in

City Streets.

C*. B. Buchanan, general manager of
the Virginia Hallway and Power Com¬
pany, is on the program of Uie thirty-
second annual ronvention of the Amer¬
ican Electric Railway Association, to
be held in Atlantic City October 13-
17. .Mr. Buchanan will deliver the re¬
port of the committee on statistical
unit for car operation.
The convention is expected to be the

largest ever held by the association,
which has a reputation for holding big
meetings, that at Chicago last year
having been attended by more than
5,000 people.
The attention which public service

corporations arc giving to the question
of relations with the public and tho
passing of the old era in corporation
matters are reflected in the subjects
which are to be considered by the
American association. "Valuation,"
"The Situation," in both Cleveland and
Detroit, where street railway relations
are decidedly mixed; "Profit-Sharing
With Employes," "Tho Relations of
Carriers to the Development of the
Territory They Serve," "The RelTef of
City Congestion by the Construction of
Subways and Viaducts," "Electric Rail¬
way Securities From the Investor's
Viewpoint." and "Present Tendency of
Public Utility Laws and Regulations"
are to be discussed by some of the
leading authorities of the country.

In addition, the convention will re¬
ceive the report of a committee on the
joint use of poles, representing, besides
tae American Electric Railway Associ¬
ation, the National Electric Eight As¬
sociation, the American Institute of
Electrical Engineers and the American
Telegraph and Telephone Company.
The adoption of this report by the
various organizations represented upon
the committee is expected to mark the
beginning of a widespread movement
for the ridding of city and village
Htreets of polos which now disfigure
them. * The committee will report the
form of an agreement to be adopted
by local companies, as well as the na-
tionai bodies, and a code of practice
to govern the use of poles by several
different public utilities.

seat, as tho hall was packed to Its ca¬
pacity. Preconvention campaigns had
been on for wccka for tho next place
of meeting. for the presidency, and for
positions on the executive council. Can¬
didates for the presidency had openedheadquarters, and were distributingcards and souvenirs, while political
¦workers openly canvassed for votes
and contended for each technical ad¬
vantage.

J. K. Rovensly, of Pittsburgh, pre¬sented tho report of the committee on
post-graduate education, which wasdiscussed by Mr. Dawes, of Nashville,and adopted.
A. M. Barrett, of New York, a former

president of the American Institute ofT:anking, offered the following renolu
tion:

"Resolved, That a committee of fivebe appointed to consider tho desirabilityof establishing in tho mountain re¬
gions a suitable retreat for bank men
who are temporal ily or permanentlyuisablcd 011 account of Ill-health."

Home for Men In III Health.
In speaking of the resolution, Mr.

Barrett reviewed what tho Institute
had done for bank men In affording
then. s'ii<ial and technical educational
courses in their profession. It fre-
ouently happened, he said, that bank
men closely confined, fall into ill
health. \n 01 sanitation having more
than 14,000 members, he thought,
could do much for such men by es-
tablishing a permanent home such as
the International Typographical Union
has established at Colorado Springs,
There were several seconding speeches,
and the resolution was unanimously
adopted. The committee to inquire In-
to the advisability of establishing such
an institution was named by President
Moser as follows:

A. M. Barrett, of New York; F. A.
Crnndall. of Chicago; Franklin John¬
son. of St. Louis; Frank C. Mortimer,
of Berkeley, Cal., and John C. Knox, of
Philadelphia.
The committee on credentials re¬

ported that credentials had been ap¬
proved from sixty-three chapters, hav¬
ing a total of 12.766 members. Ten
chapters had submitted no credentials
and were not, therefore, entitled to jvote. Thp roll of chapters was then 1
called, with the nunioer or votes In tho
convention which each chapter was al-
lowed in proportion to Its total mem-
ber.-hip, Richmond chapter casting nine
votes. Oakland, Cal., assigned by the
committee seven votes, claimed eight,
and. after checking tho figures, tho
clfalrman of tl-e committee -allowed the
claim.

Dlnclnlm Responsibility.
F. C. Mortimer, chairman of the com¬

mittee on resolutions, reported the fol¬
lowing resolution which was adopted
unanimously;
"Whereas the American Institute of

Banking is an educational Institution,

relating to tho business of bankijig; jtherefore ho It resolved;

"That this institute disclaim any
and all responsibility for statements
inadc hy Invited speakers, and any
opinions expressed or policies ad¬
vanced by them are not to he con¬
strued as bearing the Indorsement of
this institute."

responsibilities of citizenship. It is

"Resolved. That the Indorsement of
this Institute is given to movements
having for their object the teaching
of economy, prudence and thrift.

"Whereas, agricultural development
is an important factor In tho economic
life of the nation, and advanced edu¬
cation In scientific farming will make
possible larger production for the bet-
terment of our people, therefore, be it

"Resolved. That this institute lends
its hearty support to the study and
development of the agricultural inter-
ests of the country."

"Resolved that we pledge ourselves
individually and collectively to con-
tinue with unabated enthusiasm the
educational work of this institute ns
outlined in Its several branches, to the
end that the members of the organiza¬
tion shall reach the highest point of
character and efficiency in their chosen
profession, and thus continue to merit
the moral and fin.-fticial support of the

Resolutions of thanks were adoptedto Washington Chapter for entertain¬

Hotels, to Boston Chapter for flagspresented, ami to Richmond Chapterfor entertainment of what was de¬

LAW TO REGULATE
MOTOR TRAFFIC

City Attorney Instructed to Pre¬
pare Ordinance to Meet

New Conditions.
The City Attorney was directed yes¬

terday by the 'Administrative Board
to prepare an ordinance, under the
direction of the City Engineer, con¬
trolling the movement as well as the
size, weight and speed of motor trucks.

Tiie order followed a communication
from City Engineer Boiling directing
attention to the steady supplanting of
mule and horse-drawn wagons by
power vehicles. The city traffic ordi¬
nances, according to Mr. Boiling, drawn
to reglilate the tr.Ullc of former days,
have become virtually obsolete and un¬
able to cope with the motor traffic that
has to a largo extent taken i?« place.
Under the present regulations per¬

missible loads are described as fol¬
lows:
"Loads of single carts not to exceed

2.000 pounds; single drays and trucks
not to exceed 2,"J 10 pounds; loads of
